“By branding Santa Ana high 
school and junior college unsafe en- 
gineers do not mean that the build- 
ings are dangerous, or that they are in 
the least 
with the slightest earth tremor, 


likely to crumble 
but 
they do mean simply that the build- 
ings are unfit for occupancy over a

long period of time.” This statement 
President D. K. Ham-

formation issued by building inspec- 
tors. 

“Plans under way to house the jun- 
ior college in other buildings about 
town do not mean necessarily that the 
college will be moved any time in 
the near future, but that schoo! of- 
ficials will have some place to house 
students in case architects should 
suddenly decide to tear down the jun- 
ior college buildings. 

“The school board has made no de- 
cision whatsoever as to what is voing 
to be done with the schools, but are 
waiting for architects to submit a 
plan that satisfies state officials, the 
school board, and yet’ stays within 
the allotted $715,000,” Hammond 
concluded. 

Aside from the fact that the build- 
ings are old, and have been repaired 


|and augmented many times, accord- 
forensics, George Curtis; Social com- 


ing to the new state building code 
this edifice places too much weight in 
certain places on the earth, and ne- 
glects others, so that buildings have 
a tendency to sink into the soil.

GENERAL INFORMATION 


1. Time. Registration offices will be open from 8 A. M. to 5 P. M., Monday, 
Tuesday, January 29 and 30. Late registration fees will be collected of students who 
do not complete their registration on these days. 

2. Course Numbers. The numbers in the first column are the course numbers 
as they appear in the catalog. Consult the catalog for further information regard- 
ing content of courses. In registering, the department and course number should 
be written in the matriculation book rather than the title of the course. Thus, Art 
History should be written as Art 1A. “B” courses are not open to students who have 
not had the corresponding “A” course unless specifically designated on the time table. 

3. Limited Study Lists. All students are required to enroll for 12 or more 
units of work unless permission is first secured from the office. : 

4. Maximum Study Lists. The maximum amount of work which may be 
carried is 16 units, plus Physical Education, the minimum is 12 units. Students de- 
siring to enroll for more than 16 units must have secured the previous semester twice 
as many grade points as units carried. : <x & x 

5. Restricted and Provisional Students. All restricted and provisional stu- 
dents who do not have credit for Psychology 2-22 are required to enroll for this 
course. Restricted students are limited to courses numbered between 20 and 29 
inclusive, or to dual credit courses. : 

6. Pictures. College regulations require each student to furnish a small and 
recent photograph of himself. Returning students who have not complied with this 
regulation must do so before being permitted to register. ; P 

7. Lockers. Lockers may be secured from the business office on deposit of 
the locker fee. : : 

8. Non-degree Courses. Courses numbered between 20 and 29, inclusive, carry 
credit toward the Junior College diploma only. Units earned in such courses are not 
usually accepted by universities as meeting requirements of the Junior Certificate or 
baccalaureate degree. Units in such courses are designated by the asterisk (*). 

9. Full-year Courses. Certain courses are organized on a year basis rather 
than on a semester basis. Final credit in these courses is granted only when the 
second semester’s work is completed. Such courses are designated by the dagger (7). 

10. Physical Education. By action of the Board of Education, Physical Edu- 
cation is prescribed for all regular students. Any exceptions to this regulation will 
be made by the College Physician. All regular students are, therefore, required to 
register for some course in Physical Education. : 

11. Sports. No classes are scheduled in Sports for men. Any student wishing 
to receive physical education credit for athletics must register for a regularly sche- 
duled gym class and secure a transfer from the physical education office. 

12. Advisers. Each student has been assigned to a faculty adviser. This ad- 
viser’s signature must appear on Coupons 2, 4, and 9 of the matriculation book as sig- 
nifying approval of the study list. 

Advisers will be found in the following rooms: Room 2, Mr. Beeman; Room 3, 
Mr. Fisk; Room 5, Mr. Holmes; Room 203, Mr. Russell; Room 217, Mrs. Northcross; 
Room 1, Miss Watson; Room 209, Miss Swass; Room 207, Mr. Bruff; Room 215, Mr. 
Glenn; Room 205, Miss Martin; Room 5, Miss Decker. 

13. English X. Students who have failed the Examination in Subject A or the 
course in English X, must enroll in English X before being permitted to take the 
Examination in Subject A a second time or to enroll in English 1A or Public Speak- 
ing 1A. . 

14. Name.

15. Change of Program. A fee of $1.00 is charged for all changes of program. 
This includes both additions and withdrawals. Changes of programs can be elimi- 
nated if care is taken at registration time. Courses may be dropped any time with- 
in the first three weeks of the semester without loss of credit on application to the 
office, consulting the adviser and payment of fees. 

16. Sophomores. Sophomores intending to graduate in June should make a 
final check with their advisers to ascertain if all subject requirements will be fulfilled. 

17. Disqualified Students. Disqualified students should see the Dean before 
attempting to register. 

18. Section Cards. All courses designated “L’”? are limited in enrollment. Be 
fore a student registers in any such course he is required to have a “section card,” 
admitting him to the course. 

..19. Fees. Registration is not complete until fees are paid. The following ia 
a schedule of fees:

Other expenses of course vary 
greatly. Due to the fact that S. C. is 
in Los Angeles there is a greater 
chance to work one’s way through 
than in any other Southern Califor- 
nia school. 


Stanford costs a little more than 
$900 a year minimum, or about 
$1300 at the outside, this of course 
being another school where tuition is 
required, the survey disclosed. 

Redlands, another tuition school, 
costs $550 to $600 a year. Occidental 
and Whittier are about the same, but 
Pomona runs to $1000 a year for an 
adequate education, it was stated.

German was in- 
cluded in the college curricula, the 
honor society was formed with six- 
teen charter members, and the de- 
bating team won the state champion- 
ship. Concluding a successful school 
year, the first college banquet was 
given. 

Beginning as an insert in the: high 
school Generator, the Junior Col- 
lege News made its appearance in 
November, 1924. The next month it 
was edited as a separate publication 
by Robert O’Brien and John H. Mc- 
Coy. Receiving financial aid for a 
while from campus clubs the News 
was finally published at the editor’s 
personal expense. Since the time that 
it first overcame the tremendous odds 
that discouraged it from the start, the 
college newspaper has continued to 
serve the college. The name was later 
changed to El] Don. 

With the choosing of the Capis- 
trano Mission as the motif of the Al- 
gol, the present atmosphere of the 
college was created. Mrs. Northcross 
suggested that the jaysee students be 
Dons and many of the trraditions that 
now prevail were inaugurated. 


Service Clubs Appear 

Since 1926 when, a group of stu- 
dents called themselves the Bachelors 
and formed the first club of its kind, 
there have been numerous organiza-, 
tions dedicated to the purpose of 
serving the school. 

Fiesta day was held here for the 
first time the following year: at the 
same time the former colors of pur- 
ple and gold were changed to the pre- 
sent scarlet and black. 

Various factors have entered into 
the development of the college to its 
present status, and one of the most 
important has been its operation on 
the same principles by efficient lead- 
ers. Today there are 47 instructors 
of the extensive academic system pro- 
viding opportunities for. approximate- 
ly 800 students that are enrolled.
